BEANS AID THE BUDGET
Beans aid the 

budget whether 
It's the cash- 
money plan or 
the protein-val­ 
ue picture. Most 
of us have to 
consider the 
cost of family 
meals to some 
extent, and all 
of us must be 
sure the family 
budget of food 
values is kept 
at a high standard at all times

It's easy to see why proteins 
play a major role in the nutritioi 
picture. They are essential to life 
They are body-builders.

Tho main function of proteii 
foods Is to build body tissues in 
growing children and to replace 
worn out tissues in adults. An

 adequate amount of high-quality 
protein food is necessary in every 
day's meals.

Meat, CRR9, milk and cheese ere 
the favorite protein foods. Vege­ 
table proteins beans, dried peas, 
legumes and nuts supplemented 
by some of the animal proteins, 
may be used when meat Is scarce. 
And those vegetable proteins are 
good money-budget stretchers, too 

DON'T BE BORING
Beans may be one of those foods 

that pall. In fact, any food 
be boring If served too often and 
always in tho same old way.

Consider how many kin 
beans there are navy beans, limns
 big and baby, pink beans, red 
beans, pinto beans, soy and gar- 
banzas. And think how many 
ways you can fix them boil them 
for soup, bake them or fix with 
barbecue and other kinds of sauce.

Really, there's no reason for 
boring monus even though you may 
serve this stand-by quite fre­ 
quently.

MENU VARIETY
Let's consider a few menus. Va­ 

riety .In the kind, of beans used, 
the recipe combination and other 
foods served at the meal will ac­ 
complish wonders in pleasing the 
family.

Barbecued limas, buttered broc­ 
coli, fruit and cottage cheese salad, 
cornbread, milk and cake will 
make a tasty meal.

Old-fashioned baked boans, wal- 
dorf salad, brown bread, milk, 
lemon custard pudding and cookies 
is another good combination.

California beans, carrot nnd 
raisin salad, toasted French bread, 
milk nnd banana cream pie will 
bring smiles from .the family.

Navy bean .soup, a make-your- 
own sandwich plate with assorted 
bread, meat and cheese, n mixed 
Kroen salad, milk and npplo pie 
makes n hcartv meal that Is cx- 
trcmclv easy to servo.

You'll notice that each of thcso. 
suEKestcd menus uses extra 
amounts of milk or cheese or a 
small amount of meat to strength­ 
en the protein value of the meal 
featuring beans. You may aid the 
budget by serving beans frequently.

is estimated that the loans act 
ually made to veterans by banks
